The resignation of Rabbi Dr. S. 
Schonfeld was discussed at the annual 
meeting of the Adath Yisroel Syna- 
gogue, held at 67 Lordship Road, 
N.16, on Sunday. Mr. Julius Loben- 
stein, the President, was in the chair. 

Paying tribute to Dr: Schonfeld, Mr. 
H. A. Goodman spoke of his courage 
in. pursuing what he considered to be 
the right course, his successful “battle.” 
for Jewish day schools and his work of 
rescuing refugees from Nazism. 

‘he President, in moving the annual 
report, said that in spite -of. changes in 
their neighbourhood the Adath Yisroel 


was. maintaining itS position as the 
central Orthodox kehilla. The Adath 
stood for -all-embracing and 
independent kehilla-life. and they. were 


proud of the institutions. and facilities 
which, together with the Union of 
Orthodox Hebrew Congregations, they 
had. been instrumental in establishing. 

Speaking of the resignation of. their 
esteemed. Rav, the President stated. that 
no one had put so much heart, soul, and 
devotion into. the affairs of his Kehilla 
and bevond as Dr. Schonfeld. had: done 
during the past 26 years he had been wiih 
them. He was a unique personality and 
a putas of strength to their kehilla.. Dr. 
Schonfeld’ was by no. means. retiring 
from public life: but had felt an urge 
to turn to other spheres, . 

Mr. Lobenstein: said that..the- Hon. 
Officers and Committee had made con- 
Stant and: strenuous efforts to persuade 
the Rav to change’ his mind.

sion, even to the shower of 
rain in the middle of the speeches. 
A long-established Public School 
could not wish for a mellower set- 
ting. The College has found its 
home in a well-wooded part of 
Oxfordshire. . England's noblest 
river makes its way quietly past the 


-grounds, cutting an iron-grey path 


through the rich green. The boys 
looked properly brushed and 
scrubbed, the mothers proud, the 
sisters pretty. Only the fathers wore 
the appearance of. having had 
everything taken out of them to 
keep the family going. 

One missed groups of old boys, 
looking for their initials carved into 
school desks, or pointing to walls 
which they had scaled or windows 
from which they had climbed. But 
that will come in time. Carmel 
College is in its infancy. Without 
having spent much time walking, it 
has, with Jewish impatience, already 
started to-run. The pace makes 
exacting demands, but the harder 
one runs the deeper one: breathes, 
and if the present. team sticks 
together it should clear the hurdles 
and get hone. 


Many. fugitive thoughts rushed 
through my mind as Stephen Spender 
and Rabindranath Tagore and Chaim 
Nachman Bialik and the Song of 
Deborah were being recited on ‘the 
banks of the Thames. wished: 
could. have brought the rabbi from 
overseas who, dismayed by the petty 
squabbles in the section of the com- 
munity which he saw, concluded that 
the whole of Anglo-Jewry lacked men 
with a forward vision or the capacity 
for constructive leadership. Here. was 
ohe instance of new forces harnessed 
to the shafts which drive right past 
the old names.and the old divisions. 
‘Carmel College was not built by talk- 
‘ing about. righteousness in the 
abstract, but by the struggles of a 
devoted group. of: men. who, estab- 
lished in their. personal positions. and 
rooted in this country, were convinced 
that a tepid- apologetic “Judaism 
smuggled into a vacant hour in the 
week is. not enough to bring up a 
generation of: believing Jews. There 
are some. layers.of the community 
whom they: do not carry with them, 
and for whom the famous names of 
older schools are top priority. But 
the demand for places at Carmel Col- 
lege shows that it is no. longer true 
that the social. position which 


for a Public School education neces- 
sarily means that religious education 
and observance is undervalued: and 
though Carmel College is not a 
eshivah it is bound to make an 
impact,

MOVES TO IMPORT KOSHER 
MEAT FROM DUBLIN 


Beth Din to Consider Scheme 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


An application for permission to 
import kosher meat into London from 
Dublin has been made by Mr. E. B. 
Lyons, on behalf of E. Barnett and 
Co.. Ltd., Middlesex Street, E. 

The application, following closely upon 
Mr. Lyons’s statement to the Beth Din, 
reported in the JewisH CHRONICLE 
kosher meat trade inquiry, was made 
on July 10. 

THe JewisH CHrRONIcLe was. informed 
by the Beth Din that Mr. Lyons had 
been invited to attend before the 
Dayanim “sometime in August.’ 

Mr. Lyons confirmed this and = said 
that. the date was August 24. 

In making the application, Mr. Lyons, 
who is Managing Director of Barnett’s, 
wrote: “‘ We have. been advised by the 
Dublin authorities. that the. shechita 
charge as far as Dublin are concerned 
wou'd be a halfpenny per pound. As 
the. shechita costs required by the 
London Board -for  Shechita’ 
unknown, it is impossible to .give, at 
this. juncture, the positive picture~ of 
final prices. ,If the London ‘authorities 
would be prepared to arrange a: meeting 
with the Irish’ authorities, to discuss 
these matters with us, we should then 
obviously be in a. position to make 
such. positive: reference in respect of 
Costs as you require. 
incurred would be the Dublin one, then 
one. would ‘say on average the cost of 
this -meat,. in’ comparison with. similar 


‘quality in London, would show a saving 


fit is assumed that the only cost 


of 2d. to 4d. per lb. on the wholesale 
cost. Further, in view of the cost of 
freight, we would like to suggest that 
once administration difficulties have 
been overcome, the next stage should 
be for this. meat (as. far as beef, is 
concerned) to be shipped ‘off the bone, 
which would save even further costs.”

(Ireland) Ltd. The letter confirms 
that this firm is prepared to supply to 
any wholesaler approved by the London 
Beth Din forequarters and offal of 
animals slaughtered by either the Dublin 
Board of Shechita or the London Board 
of . Shechita—the slaughtering to be 
supervised, if necessary, by  represen- 
tatives of both Boards. 

The’ price of such meat, says the 
letter, would be the equivalent of that 
charged at Smithfield’ for non-kosher 
meat of a similar type plus the cost of 
shechita fees,

FEWER CHILDREN 
IN STEPNEY 


School Attendance 
Drops 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The number of children attending 
the Stepney Jewish School had 
decreased and was now below 300, 


stated Mr. S. Rosslyn, the headmaster, 


when he presented his report at the 
school’s annual prize-distribution, held 
in the Great Hall of Queen Mary 
College, Mile End, E., last week. ‘Mrs. 
Israel Brodie, who is President of the 
school, was in the chair. | 

The decline in attendance, said Mr. 
Rossyln, could be attributed to two 
causes: first, the “ bulge”’’ in popula- 
tion had passed to the secondary 
schools: secondly, in Stepney the clear- 
ance of slum dwellings had resulted in 


‘the removal of children to other parts 


of London. He hoped that with the 
building of new blocks of flats near the 
schoo! this trend would be reversed. 
Of the 59 pupils who had _ taken 
the junior leaving examination, he 
announced, 22 had secured places at 
grammar schools, of whom three were 
to go to the Avigdor Grammar School. 
In addition, Adrian Solomon had been 
awarded an Alleyn Exhibition at the 
Central © Foundation School, and 
Christine Kiel a Whitechapel Foundation

-The headmaster regretted that no 
parents had applied for their children 
to be admitted to the new J.F.S. 
Secondary School in Camden Town. 

S; Conway, headmaster of the 
J.F.S. School, who was the guest. of 
honour, commented. in his address that

had already had to refuse admission to 
almost 230 boys and girls.

CHASSIDIM ‘INVADE’ 
HENDON

Witnesses giving evidence ata 
public inquiry at Hendon Town Hall, 
London, last’.week,: referred. to a 
“miniature invasion’ of Hendon by 
a group of young Orthodox Jewish 
men, wearing long black coats, wide- 
brimmed hats, and with side-whiskers 
and. beards. 
~The inquiry. was the result. of an 
appeal to the Minister. of Housing and 
Local Government against the refusal of 
Hendon Council to permit the use of 
a house in: Shirehall Lane, Hendon, as 
an annexe to the Abba Myers Centre 
and Hasmonean Prep. School. 


The. appellant was Rabbi S. 
Schonfeld, Principal of the Jewish 
Secondary Schools’. Movement, who 


desires to use the annexe to provide 


‘additional dining facilities for the school, 


an office, ‘a’ library for theological 
students, a classroom for them, and first- 
floor accommodation for a caretaker. 

Among the objectors were people 
living in~ the vicinity of the’ school, 
Pamela Vos, a Jewess, 
whose house in Shirehall Lane is 
opposite... She was represented by Mr. 
R. Hulbert. 

Among the complaints were some 
alleging that the Chassidim who used 
the premises were “* noisy and determined 
to be different.’’ They were aggressive.” 

One witness. said that the theological 
students should “‘ make their incantations 
in Stamford Hill rather than in:a quiet 
residential road in Hendon.” 

Dr. Schonfeld stated that the school 
had been in Shirehall Lane. since 1942. 
About eighty people each week used the 
ritual baths on the premises, mainly after 
dark. There were 300 children at the 
school and 40 theological students. 

For Dr. Schonfeld, it was pointed out 
that there was no question of the annexe 


becoming a permanent home or college 


for theological students. 
It was agreed that at 8 a.m. there 


might be 40 theological students “* chant 


ing their prayers.”

OBITUARY 


CHIEF RABBI HERZOG 


Outstanding Scholar and Leader 


We regret to announce the death 
of Dr. Isaac Herzog, the Chief Rabbi 


of Israel, which occurred last 
Saturday. 


Dr. Herzog was elected Ashkenazi 
Chief Rabbi of Palestine at the end 
of 1936, and so, when statehood was 
achieved 12 years later, he became 


Israel’s first. Chief Rabbi, He took 


office early. in 1937-—the. 20th anni- 
versary of the event, in. February, 


1957, was the occasion of greetings 


by delegations who. called on- him 
from governmental, rabbinical, and

other bodies. - Before going to Eretz 
Israel .Dr... Herzog Was a rabbi. in 
Belfast. and: Dublin. 

He was born tin. Lomza,. Poland, in 
1888, and even before leaving there, 
at the age of eleven, to settle with 
his - family in . England, .he. showed 
remarkable gifts~as a student at the 
Yeshiva, where . his. astonishing 
Talmudical knowledge. earned him 
the title of fini (prodigy) and he. was 
known as the “chassidel son.of. the 
Magid.” 

The Magid, his father, was: Rabbi 
J. L.. Herzog; who after: coming to 
England was appointed Rabbi of the 
Amalgamated Synagogues in Leeds. 
In Leeds, again, young Isaac caused 
something of .a sensation by the 
Talmudical discourses he gave, and 
he also carried on from. there. a 
correspondence on difficult. Halachic 


problems with distinguished rabbis 
abroad. _He obtained Semicha, 11 


1910, from .Rabb; Ridvaz, a. famous 
Gaon from Safad (who was visiting 
England), after a gruelling oral 
examination -that lasted twelve days. 


At the University 


At London. University Isaac Her- 
70g graduated in classical languages 
and pure mathematicss and in 1912 
was awarded the M.A. degree. for 
Semitics. Two years later he gained 
the degree of D.Litt. for a thesis on 
the origin of the  blue-purple 
(“'Techelet of the Bible, which 


involved a study of marine zoology - 
and the chemistry of colours, 


For a few years he assisted his 
father, who had been appointed to.a 
rabbinical post in. Paris, and while 
there Isaac studied at the Sorbonne, 
the Ecole des Langues  Orientales, 
and the Musée d'Histoire Naturelle. 
His intention’ was to become. an 
archeologist and orientalist, but. he 
changed. his mind and applied, 
in 1914, for the vacant position of 
Rabbi at Belfast. After serving the 
community there for. five years he 
was appointed Chief Rabbi of Dublin, 
a position that was elevated.a little 
later to that of Chief Rabbi of the 
lrish Free State. : 

In Ireland Dr. Herzog won high 


regard not only from his own com- 
munity. but 


from leading Irish 
ecclesiastics, from the judiciary, and 
among goyernmental and academic 


circles, and the Irish people generally. 


When he left Dublin in 1937 the 
“Irish Times,” in a leading article, 
praised his gifts of scholarship and 
leadership and said that his appoint- 
ment as Palestinian Chief Rabbi 
reflected high honour upon Ireland. 
White in Dublin Dr. Herzog had 
greatly enhanced his reputation 
throughout the rabbinic world by 
“Divrei Yitzchak”’—a 

volume of Halachic dissertations on 


Israel, 
bravery of all who helped to. revive 


Kiddushin and Taharot—and the 
first volume of his large work, *‘ The 
Main Institutions of Jewish Law.” 
He was widely respected also because 
of many articles—on comparative 
jurisprudence, and on historical and 
philosophical subjects—that appeared 
in: the. Literary Supplement of Tue 
Jewish CHRONICLE, ‘the “Jewish 
Quarterly Review,” the “Hibbert 
Journal,” “Journal for Comparative 
Legislation,” and other publications, 
including leading rabbinical periodi- 
cals in Poland, Palestine, and 
America. 

Rabbi Herzog’s practical achieve-. 
ment for the development of Dublin 
Jewish life and institutions was 
valuable for the local community as 
was his scholastic output for wider 
Jewish. circles... His brilliant defence 
of shechita before the Irish Senate in 
1934. secured the recognition. of 
shechita as. humane method. of 
slaughter and. led to. the erection by 
the Dublin Corporation of a spacious 
abattoir. for the use of the Jewish 
community. 


Arrival in Jerusalem 


It was the Vaad Leumi in Palestine 
(the Jewish National Council) which 
elected Dr. Herzog Chief Rabbi 
the. Ashkenazi. community

Jewish and German representatives 
have met here to discuss measures 
for a quicker and more satisfactory 
implementation of the Federal 
indemnification law. The Federal 
Finance Minister, Dr. Etzel, presided 
over.the meeting. Dr. Nahum Gold- 
mann, Dr. van Dam, Dr. Katzenstein, 
Director of the Claims Conference 
Office ‘in Germany, and Dr. Fritz 
Goldschmidt represented the victims 
of Nazism. while the Federal Laender 
were represented by Ministers 
assisted by a number of German 
indemnification experts. 

A German. spokesman stated that 
about 6,000 million marks (about: £500 
million) had been paid to victims of 
Nazism so far. Implementation of the 
indemnification law was making good 
progress, and it was expected that most: 
claims would be settled, as planned, by 
the spring of 1963. It is estimated that 


total payments under the. indemnfifica- 
tion law will reach about. 18,000 million 
marks.

RACE PREJUDICE IN U.S.A. CLUBS 


By RICHARD YAFFE 


(The Jewish CHRONICLE Correspondent in New York) 


"In spite of all the noise being made 
by defence organisations, Jewish and 
non-Jewish alike, the barring of Dr. 
Ralph Bunche and his son from mem- 
bership of the West Side Tennis Club 
came as no surprise to America’s 
Jews and Negroes. The real surprise 
would have come if the club had sud- 
denly announced that it was opening 
its membership rolls to the two 
minority groups. 


It has always been understood by 
Jews that they just do not apply for 
admission to such places as the West 
Side Tennis Club and the New York 
Athletic Club. The sharp heartache 
of being openly barred has long since 
been replaced by the dull hurt of 
knowing that one is just not wanted, 


and the Jews just stayed away from 


such places. 


Even before the “‘ move to suburbia ” 
the Jew rich enough or with sufficient 
leisure to play golf didn’t apply for 
membership in a country club, even in 
one where his non-Jewish business part- 
ner was a member. The Jew didn’t 
think of asking to be proposed for mem- 
bership ; his partner: didn’t. think of 
asking him. de merely went about 
seeking others like .himself who could 
afford to put. up several million dollars 
to buy ground, lay out golf links, tennis 
courts, and a fancy clubhouse, Having 
able to 
pay stiff annual fees they would . go 
ahead and’ build ‘a country. club. of 
their own, 


Standards 


America is dotted with such clubs, 
oe in areas around the cities with 

the <greatest Jewish populations—New 
York, Philadelphia,» Boston, Chicago, 
Detroit, and. Los are 
for the most. part beautiful clubs, usually 
more beautiful than: their neighbours, the 
non-Jewish:.ones.. The pools and ‘tennis 
courts. are. all of Olympics standards, 
the fairways long. and rolling, . the 
“roughs to: players, the 
greens. as smooth as a_-billiard table. 

On Saturday nights dances: are held, 
and. the country club becomes the centre 
of suburban Jewish life, where one goes 
to see and .be seen. -The only non-Jews 
who are present are the bartenders, the 
waiters, and. the kitchen ‘help. In 
spring and summer a great deal of busi- 
ness is conducted on the golf links. It 
is at this time—during week-day after- 
noons, when play-business is the order 
of the day—that one of the more hidden 
but no less painful aspects of anti-Jewish 
discrimination comes in. Since so. much 
business in America is conducted in the 
country club the Jewish business: man is 
automatically barred from much. of it 
because he cannot conduct his. business 
with non-Jews on the same recreational 
plane as his Christian competitor. 

Until. comparatively recently the idea 
of joining an athletic or country club 
had been pretty much in the realm of 
fantasy for the average Jew. Only his 
richer brother, who had a country home 


‘ either for the summer or all. the year 


round, faced this problem. The majority 
of the Jews, being city-dwellers, led an 


- politan Opera or the 
Orchestra, even if they.could not sit on 


‘the Negro in the city, 


entirely different life, filled recreative 


activities not accessible to the suburb. | 


dweller theatre, concerts, ballet, Jec- 
tures, and meetings galore to suit every 
ideology. 

With the move to the suburbs a new 
life has come for most, if not all, of 
the Jews. In the city they felt no exchu- 
sion. They could attend the Metro- 
Philharmonic 


their boards of directors. At theatres or 
lectures no one asked about a man’s 
religion or ethnic background. The 
suburbs were different : whereas in the 
city there’ was really no ‘“ Jewish sec- 
tion’ any more (the Lower East Side 
has probably as many—perhaps more— 
Puerto Ricans as Jews), the move to the 
suburbs was to a Jewish neighbourhood. 
It was generally impossible to find 
ground or a house anywhere else, thanks 
to the. unwritten ‘“‘ gentlemen’s agree- 
ments” abounding in the land. That 
these still exist was attested to only a 
few months ago by the American Jewish 
Committee, which pointed out. that 
several New York suburbs are Judenrein 
—and the A.J.C. is not an organisation 
to make a fuss about nothing. 


Negroes Surprised 


Faced with. isolation the Jewish 
suburban dwellers began building 
community. centres—their’ own sports. 


and recreation clubs—and, in the richer 


communities, more Jewish country clubs, 


All this, of. course, does not make 
right the situation existing in the West 
Side Tennis Club or in any of the other 
groups practising exclusion. Dr. Bunche 
was perfectly correct in making public 
the terrible snub. to his young son. 

It may sound grotesque to say that the 
Negroes were not prepared for this sort 
of discrimination. The fact of the matter 
is that they. have. never been in a pasi- 
tion until 
about attending sports matches ‘in such 
places, let alone be members of them. 
As for country clubs, there were. very 
few Negroes who could afford to live 
in the country—if they were allowed to 
buy land and. build _houses—let alone 
Join the country clubs. 

Things are becoming quite different 
now. 
suburbs on the part of.the Negroes, and 
the State and the municipal authorities 
are enforcing bans against. residential as 
well as educational segregation. . White 
collar jobs are becoming available for 


ing more and more into the White world. 

Today the city, the nation, and a good 
part of the world is shocked at what was 
done to a man like Dr. Bunche, a holder 
of half-a-hundred honorary degrees, the 
first Negro to. win the Nobel .

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WORLD JEWISH 
CONGRESS | 


THE fourth plenary assembly of 
the World: Jewish Congress, which 
opens next week in Stockholm, 
takes place at a time when Con- 
gress isa recognised and estab- 
- lished organisation, and when. the 
Jewish position is stable enough 
for its place to be discussed with- 
out excessive heat. It takes place, 
too, at a crucial moment in its own 
history as it faces the need to 
adjust itself to circumstances that 
have changed radically 
Stephen. Wise called it into being 
23 years ago. . 

Though there are sincerely held 
Opinions to the contrary, most Jews 
today accept the desirability of an 
international organisation 
further interests which 
common to Jews throughout. the 
world. Differences do arise on the 
questions of .sphere and. method. 
The inclusion in the Stockholm 
agenda of .a debate on “ Inter- 
national Co-operation in the Atomic

careful leadership should. avoid. 
‘ Whereas international action by the 


Jewish rights and advance cultural 
life has been of value. the public 
discussion of .a tense — political 
issue which impinges on no specifi- 
cally Jewish problem js both unreal 
and embarrassing. The American 
delegates, for. example, may. well 
feel bound to support the policies 
of their government; there can be 
no doubt that such delegates or 
observers as emerge from behind 
the Iron, Curtain will be. allowed 
to do. so only: because on this, as 
on all other questions, they will 
serve as official propagandists. In 
the political area, therefore, Con- 
gress would do well to limit. and 
define its scope, co-ordinating its 
activities so as to avoid the impres- 
sion of competition with other 
important Jewish organisations in 
the same field. | 
In the cultural sphere, which in 
these days is, if anything, more 
important, Congress has a credit- 
able record of achievement... With 
but afew important. exceptions, 
Most Jewish communities today 
are small and, for a variety of. 
reasons, confronted with possibili- 
ties of disintegration. The fact of 
their. association with a world 
Organisation as well as the personal 
contacts and publications provided 
by the Congress has helped to 
Strengthen them and foster their 


Sense of identification with the 
totality of Jewish life. Here, too, 
Other organisations are doing 


Valuable work, and resources could 
be used to best advantage if over- 
lapping could be eliminated. 

The 300 delegates representing 
affiliates in some forty countries 
who will assemble in Stockholm 
will undoubtedly be concerned with 
ways and means of improving the 
Organisation’s standing and effec- 
tiveness. Anything which appears 
to fetter its independence of action 
is bound also to impair its effec- 
tiveness. Congress has some finan- 
¢ial association with the Jewish 
Agency and Dr. Nahum _ Gold- 
mann is President of both bodies 
as well as of the World Zionist 
Organisation. Dr. Goldmann is 
versatile enough to cope with the 
competing claims on his interest, 
but the suspicion that Congress 
follows in the wake of other 
Organisations must be. harmful. 
This is not to suggest that the ideals 
of Zionism and those of the Con- 
gress are in conflict; but there are 
many matters, such as relations 
with the communities in Eastern 
Europe or in North Africa, in 
which Congress might be more 
effective were jts independence 
more apparent. Not least would 
seg independence help to stimu- 
ate the leadership of the Congress 
by increasing the respect with 
which it is regarded within the 
Jewish world. 


In considering jts past and its 
future, the Congress would do well, 
moreover, to direct attention to past

The example in this 
respect of the American Joint

The 
tendency of Congress to shout its 
wares doubtless sprang from. the 
need to establish its position when 
it. was regarded as an_ interloper. 
That need no longer exists. 


Moreover, no organisation can be 
treated as something different from 


the individuals who act on its 
behalf. Full consultation with its 
lay bodies would undoubtedly 


make the machinery too ponderous 
and slow to meet the emergencies 
that inevitably arise. Since its con- 
stituents can rarely be consulted, 
professional leadership of _ the 
highest quality is needed. That 
can only spring from an organisa- 
tion that js its own master and has 
sufficient maturity and self-confi- 
dence. It is to be hoped that the 
Stockholm discussions will be con- 


structive and realistic and that in 


its proper field the World Jewish 
Congress will contribute to the 
solution of the many problems 
which face Jewry at this hour. 


CHIEF RABBI HERZOG 


Tue ‘mourning for Chief Rabbi. 


Herzog transcends the expressions 
of sympathy: usually evoked by 
the passing of a distinguished 
ecclesiastic. He was. an eminent 
scholar; he -was a pious, lovable, 
and accessible human being: and 
the qualities of his personality 
‘found their way to the hearts of 
the many thousands of people with 
whom he came into contact. His 
life wove together several strands 
of Jewish experience. The illui of 
the Polish village studied at British 
and French universities without 
losing his flair as a Talmudist or 
his. faith as. an Orthodox Jew; 
product of — the 
Diaspora, his career assures him a 
niche as one of the pioneer figures 
of the State of Israel. In his 
incumbency of the Israeli Chief 
Rabbinate Dr. Herzog was under 
the difficulty of having succeeded a 
personality of the unusual strength 
of character of Avram Yitschak 
Kook. Moreover, he was fated to 
hold office at a time of flux, when 
the great strength of a Kook was 
needed. There was much pathos 
in the spectacle of this man of 
peace beset by endless controversy 
and called upon to battle against a 
rising sea of problems just as ‘his 
Now his 
reward is. peace. 


INSINCERE PROTEST 


‘Tue Israeli-German arms. deal 
has evoked considerable comment 
which falls into two main cate- 
gories; that which endeavours. to 
deal with the question on. its 
merits, and another which merely 
siezes on the issue as a stick with 
which to beat Israel. Communist 
comment -falls entirely into this 
second category and is both insin- 
cere and unconvincing. The 
crocodile tears for Hitler’s Jewish 
victims contained jin the East 
European denunciations of the 
deal have a cynical ring from 
sources. While Western 
Germany has’ endeavoured to 
atone for Hitler’s crimes not only 
by financial payments but by 
efforts at re-education and the 
proscription of antisemitism, the 
East German régime has refused 
to restore Jewish property, prefer- 
ring to inherit Nazi spoils, and has 
continually incited the Arabs 
against Israel. Moscow Radio 
accuses Israel of selling the arms 
to Germany in order to be able 
to buy modern arms from NATO 
“to commit aggression against the 
Arabs.” The truth of the matter 
is that the constant stream of the 
heaviest and most modern Soviet 
armaments to Arab_ dictators 
sworn to annihilate Israel has 
forced the Israeli Government to 
give high priority to defence needs 
for its survival. It is open to 
Moscow to remedy this situation ; 
certainly criticism of Israel comes 
ill from such a source.

ISRAEL’S BALANCE OF 
“PAYMENTS 


Sir,~-My attention has been drawn 
to the final paragraph of “ Middle 
East Diary,” by “ Amos,” in your last 
week’s issue, in which he asserts that 
the “editorial of a recent number of 
the ‘ Anglo-Israel Trade Journal.” pro- 
vides a blatant example of misrepre- 
sentation, etc.” “Amos” then goes 
on to quote, out of context, various 
extracts to which he objects from 


the editorial, and J believe that in the’ 


interests of order and clarity the 


relevant section of the editorial should 


be reproduced in full in order to 
acquaint your readers of its content: 

“The fiscal. year 1958-59 was the first 
since the creation of the State of Israel 
which ended with a surplus of foreign 
currency income over foreign currency 
expenditure. Dollar income amounted 
to $608 millions and expenditure to 
$574 millions. 


“The over-all babance of payments 
picture showed a considerable improve- 
ment. Earnings from exports covered a 
larger proportion of imports, and the 
$34 millions balance of revenue over 
expenditure went to increase the foreign 


currency reserves Of the Bank of Israel, | 


which totalled about $140 millions at 
the end of. March. 

-. © Thirty-five per cent of foreign cur- 
rency income came from exports and 
services, 29 per cent from transfers of 
capital and personal restitution, 23. per 
cent from foreign aid grants and German 
reparations, 8 per cent from the sale 
of State of Israel Bonds, and § per cent 
from various. other sources. 


“Per. capita expenditure © declined 
during the year by $6 to $285, and. the 
$4 millions increase in total expenditure 
was the lowest ever recorded. During 
the year additional foreign currency 
debts, amounting to $52 millions, were 
incurred, which brought the total forergn 
debt to $597 millions, but there was a 
distinct movement towards the more con- 
venient:and cheaper. long-term loans and 
away from short-term obligations. .Long- 
term loans increased by $46 millions: to 
$470: millions, medium-term by $10 
millions to $78 miullions,. while short- 


term loans declined by $4 millions to 


$48 millions.” 

I am at a loss to understand the 
accusation levelled by “Amos” and the 
reasoning behind it. The above facts 
and figures are completely correct and 


which are 


the final comment by “ Amos” that 
“Israel's friends should surely have the 
maturity to present her problems in their 
true light in order to help overcome 
them, rather than pretend that things are 
going well” is, in consequence, totally 
unwarranted, 

“Amos” himself can be accused of 
providing a blatant example of mis- 
representation when he states that “ Her 
(Israel's) exports have failed to increase.” 


The Official Bank of Israel Report sub-: 


mitted to the Israeli Government and the 
Finance Committee of the Knesset on 
May 31, 1959, reported that total exports, 
including services, rose from $222 
millions in 1957 to $238.7 millions in 
1958, which is a considerable increase. 
It is true that mechandise exports 
showed very little change, with a rise of 
less than 1 per cent at constant prices, 
but this seemingly disappointing result 
was in fact no mean achievement at a 
time when world-wide trade recession 
resulted in many other countries record- 
ing substantial decreases in their exports,

the unhappy position of Jews in 


the Soviet Union, his statements 
can only add to our apprehension. 
Known the world over as one of 
Moscow’s chief propagandists 
abroad, it would be a mistake to 


expect from Mr. Ehrenburg any- 


thing but the official version. Like 


Khruschev, and other Soviet 


leaders, he explains the complete 
absence of Yiddish cultural activi- 
ties in the Soviet Union by what 
he calls “objective ¢onditions.” 
As a Jewish writer who, unlike 
hundreds of others, has been 
spared, he appears to lean over 
backwards in his apologia for the 
discriminatory policy against the 
Jewish minority. And as an 
avowed assimilationist he denies 
his own people the right to “ his- 
torical continuity”—a right and 
privilege enjoyed even by the 
smallest minorities in the U.S.S.R. 
But the contradictions in his state- 
ments, even if covered up with talk 
about human dignity, are many, 
and it would be futile to pursue 
them. What is significant, perhaps, 


is the fact that while advocating 


complete assimilation, even Mr. 
Ehrenburg must admit _ that 
enforced assimilation is a grave 
evil and a dangerous policy. With 
him this process may be voluntary. 
But what about the hundreds ot 
thousands of others who have 
chosen to remain Jews? Will the 


Soviet Union now remove the 
measures designed enforce 
assimilation and allow those 


masses of Jews to preserve their 
religious and cultural heritage?

RELIGi:ON AND_ POLITICS . 


Sir,—In vour last week’s editorial 
note on “ Religion and Politics” you 
refer to a recent interview given by 
Rabbi Dr. Rosenberg in which he 
accused the Israeli Government of 
irying to undermine the authority of 
the Chief Rabbinate, Besides the well- 
known “Who is a Jew?” controversy 
he drew attention to the Government’s 
attempt to take over kashrut super- 
vision. You consider this “ limited 
evidence.” 

In the same note, however, you accuse 
the Chief Rabbinate’ of Israel of 
“intervention in political and financial 
questions, and its identification with 
Mizrachi party interests,’ a statement 
for which you offer not even a shred of 
evidence, 

On principle, it is difficult to see why 
you should deny to members of the Chief 
Rabbinate in Israel rights inalienable to 
every other citizen, The alleged intere 
vention in political matters apart, there 
cannot be any doubt that, in all ques- 
tions of religion, sot the Government 


but the Chief Rabbinate is the authority, 
and I am sure you will also agree that 
Judaism is to a- much greater extent 
essential for the development of a Jewish 
Siate than the teachings of any religion 
for any other nation. 

Nevertheless, in your note you appear 
to support those who are satisfied if the 
individual in Israel is guaranteed the 
freedom of religious practice, Most 
religious and many non-religious Jews, 
however, cannot envisage a Jewish State 
which limits itself to the granting of 
freedom of religion to its citizens, as this 
is tantamount to the separation of State 
and religion. Such separation wo 
deprive Israel of the most profound 
justification for its existence. It woul 
play into the hands of those who deny 
the Jewish State. and spell disaster a! 
over the world for the preservation © 
the Jewish identity,

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GREAT HEBREW POET

WENTY-FIVE years have 
| passed since the death of 
Chaim Nachman Bialik (1873- 


1934), the great Hebrew poet. [cis _ 


death caused universal mourning 
in Jewry, in which all sects and 
sections of our people joined, 
because, as Bialik himself bad 
said, there were no disputes where 
his personality and repute were 


concerned 

Although he received a full 
measure of honour during his life- 
‘ime, we at this remove are better 
able to give a. dispassionate 
estimate of Bialik’s place in Jewish 
life and literature. It is true that 
his poetry deals with an era in our 
history that is now completely 
- strange to the. majority of the 
Hebrew-reading public and there 
is a wide gap between his world 
and that of the sabra. He wrote 
of the Galut not “because he 
approved of it—indeed he called it 
, “Gehinnom: without death “— 
but. he admired the piety and 
scholarship that. it had produced 
ina people that had been sorely 
tried as no other nation had ever 
been. 

Though, their setting is strange 
to young Israelis, his works have 
become classics which are taught 
to children in. Israeli secondary 
schools. |

bound up with the political and 
cultural events that took place in 
the Russia of his. time.

people, which had started in the 
Chovevei Zion movement. He saw 
the younger generation of Jews in 
Russia. throwing themselves with 
enthusiasm into. the revolutionary 
movement and turning their backs 
on Judaism. At the time of the 
Kishinev pogrom in 1903 he was 
appalled at the 
people that had not the spirit to 
Stand up in its own defence. The 
outcome of poems. like The City 
of Slaughter” was to infuse the 
martial spirit into the Jews of his 
time and to sow the seeds of what 
was later to become the victorious 
army of Israel. 

When he visited England and 
America he was saddened to find 
communities so far advanced in 
assimilation that he gave u» ail 
hope of their being able to take 
part in a Jewish cultural renats- 
sance,.:Ithough it is true that he 
wrote a poem in London in 1931 


~in which he expressed the symbolic 


hope that his mother’s tears would 
rekindle the guttering lamp of 
Jewish loyalty, 
Bialik’s nature poems, although 
they show an acquaintance with 
the countryside, which was some- 


spectacle of a. 
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thing new for a ghetto-bred people, 
also suggest a hankering after 
scenes and opportunities from 
which the poet was barred. They 
did much to reawaken the love for 
contact with the soil which had 
been denied to Jews for so many 
centuries. 
That which distinguishes Bialik 
from other Jewish writers is the 
intense love that he had for the 


Jewish people and their literary 


treasures. One had only to see him 
poring over some. rare manuscript 
of a medieval Hebrew poem to 
understand the fervour which lay 
behind his campaign for an 
ingathering of all the scattered 
output of Hebrew writers through- 
out the millennia. At heart Bialik 
was a teacher, and it is this aspect 
of his life’s work which still exerts 
the most potent influence today, 
not only in the Yishuv but also in 


Diaspora. The Sefer Aggadah, 


which he compiled together with 
his. friend -.Ravnitzki, and the 
edition of the Mishna by. Albek, 
of which he was the inspiration, 
have done more to introduce the 
masses to the basic treasures of the 
Talmud than all the yeshivot in 
existence. 


Rich Heritage 


With the publication. of 
annotated edition of the poems of 
Solomon ibn Gabirol he sought to 


retrieve for the present generation 


some of the rich. heritage of 
Spanish. Jewry. The magnificent 
anthologies devoted to the festivals 
of the Jewish year and published 
by the Ohel Shem society, which 
was founded by him, have put 
within reach of the public all the 
background literature associated 
with the. Hebrew calendar. 

One of Bialik’s main aims in his 
work was to beautify Jewish life. 
He shunned the shabbiness of the 
old-time Beth Hamidrash, however 
much he recognised its value; he 
acclaimed the magnificent promise 
of the Hebrew University. 

Bialik was

to their credit: Denmark, Norway, 
Israel, and the United Kingdom. 
It is the bounden duty of the 
Jewish communities, as, indeed, of 
their fellow-citizens in other 
countries, to do all they can to 
persuade their Governments to 
follow suit, so that the Convention 
shall become effective.. | 

The recent conference at Geneva 
tried to tackle another more funda- 
mental problem of the de jure 
stateless persons. The International

Law Commission, at the request 
of the Economic and Social Coun- 
cil of the United Nations, after 
lengthy deliberations, prepared two 
alternative drafts to deal with the 
problem of future statelessness. 
One draft was directed towards 
eliminating future statelessness ; 
the second, qa more modest one, 
towards reducing its irticidence. 


Both drafts provided that a child | 
born in any country accepting such | 


a Convention, would acquire the 


~ nationality of that country, if it 


would be stateless otherwise. The 
adoption. of either of the drafts 
would have helped to reduce 
statelessness to a very considerable 
extent. 3 


Conference Breaks Down 


Thirty-three States participated 
in the conference, but some of 
them, including the U.S.A., made 


it clear that they would not sign 


or ratify a Convention which 
would interfere in any way with 
their internal Jaws. Finally, the 
conference broke down on the 
question of the right of a State to 


deprive persons of their nationality. 


On this subject the United King- 
dom, Canada, and Israel were not 
as liberal. as they had been on 
other matters. They insisted on the 
tight to denationalise naturalised 
persons in certain limited circum- 
stances. Canada even insisted on 
this right for natural-born citizens. 
An effort to find a cOmpromise 
failed, and no alternative was left 
but to adjourn the conference and 
ask the General Assembly to con- 


.vene a second session of the con- 


ference as soon as possible. 

As the wholé¢ problem is of such 
importance to Jews, the - Jewish 
organisations in all countries con- 
cerned should try to get their 
Governments to favour the early 
convening of the second session. 
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ENCOUNTER WITH EERENBURG

The presence of Mr. Ilya Ehren- 
burg in London as Russian 
delegate to an Inter-Parliamentary 
Union meeting was utilised by our 
correspondent for this interview, 
the first the famous Soviet writer | 
and propagandist has ever given | 
for THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. The 
interview, which was conducted in 
Russian, took place at the hotel 
where Mr. Ehrenburg was. staying. 


HE last time I met. Ilya 
Ehrenburg was at a_ press 


conference in London, in 
1950, after he had categorically 
refused to meet a representative of 
THE JEWISH CHRONICLE to discuss 
the disturbing reports about the 
position of Soviet Jewry and the 
fate of its leaders. 

I met him in London the other 
day. Now, at 69, he is’ rather 
greyer and his short figure a_httle 
hore: stooping. Outwardly, how- 
ever, there was little change in 
Moscow's leading. writer," jour- 
nalist, and propagandist. 

Bu as. we .were talking of 
Russian Jewry, I was suddenly 
aware of what, he himself called 
“The Thaw *—the title of ‘his 
famous novel heralding. the new. 
era after the death of Stalin, the 
end of “the cult of the persona- 
lity,” and the beginning of * Soviet 
legality.” 


He was relaxed and frank and. 


readily answered the questions 
put to him. I asked him how he 
had personally felt during the last 
years of the Stalin régime, during 


the liquidation of the Jewish Anti- 


Fascist Committee, and the “ plot” 
of the Jewish doctors. Was he at 


any time afraid for his own safety? 


Dreadful Period ” 


“1 have lived through too many 
stormy events to be afraid. But it 
was a dreadful period, and I was 
very depressed and gloomy. The 
turning point. came with the 
rehabilitation of- the doctors.” 

During that “dreadful period, 
he told me, marriages between 
Jews and non-Jews had ceased, 
and it was “a happy omen” to 
see that intermarriage Was 
coming back into fashion. To 
Ehrenburg it. was indication 
that things were normal again ‘and 
that assimilation of Russian Jewry 
could proceed. 

He first tried to explain the com- 
plete absence of Yiddish cultural 
facilities by what he called “the 
objective conditions of. present- 
day Soviet Jewry. “The living 
organism of the old Jewish Pale 
of Settlement, the large concen- 
trations of Jews in the Ukraine and 
Byelorussia, was destroyed by the 
German invasion. The Jewish 
population went through a second 
dispersion, many of them having 
settled during the war in Central 
Russia or in the Asiatic Republics. 
The younger generation was either 
in the army or in the evacuated 
factories and had a better chance 
of survival, but they do not know 
Yiddish; it’ was among the- older 
Yiddish-speaking people (apart 
from the children) the 
Germans claimed most of their 
victims, 

“Take Soviet. literature. There 
are many young Jewish writers, but 
they write in Russian. Henach 
‘Kozakievitch started as a Yiddish 
poet. He now writes only in 
Russian and is one of our best.” 


Personality Cult 


Be that as it may, I countered, 
would he deny that apart from the 
“objective” conditions for assimt- 


lation there had been, particularly - 


during the worst period of the 
“cult of the personality,” also 
administrative measures directed 
specifically against Jewish culture 
and its representatives ? Now that 
the Soviet Union seemed to be 
turning its back on that period 
should this new. policy not be 
adopted also in regard to the 
Jewish people in Russia and their 
desire for Yiddish cultural 
facilities? 

Ehrenburg agreed with both 
these suggestions. He explained 
that while he was in favour of free 
and voluntary assimilation, he was 
opposed to an enforced one, 


which was “absurd,” for it only 


historical 


evoked. resistance and resentment 
and therefore hampered the natural 
process of assimilation.

he said. He then: recalled that he 
himself had oresided over the 
centenary. celebration of Sholem 


leichem organised by the Soviet 
Writers’ Union . when. the poet

Yiddish writings. He also pointed 
to the recent publication of a 
volume. of Sholem. Aleichem. in 
Yiddish. 

“Tt was the first Yiddish book to 
be published in the Soviet Union 
sirice.. 1948,” said...“ Do. you 
regard it-as a ‘flash in the 
or as. the beginning. of the rehabili- 
tation of Yiddish in Soviet 
Russia? 

Ehrenburg replied: “I could not 
imagine that the issue of Sholem © 
Aleichem’s book could remain an - 
isolated event.” 

Ehrenburg’s Jewishness, he will ©: 
tell you himself, is merely.a posture 


defiance to be retained-as long 


as thére is antisemitism. Should 
antisemitism disappear, the golden 
era of complete assimilation. of the 
Jews could begin. “ I-shall remain 
a Jew until the last. antisemite is 
dead,” 

He denied that this was a purely 
negative. approach. “To me it is 
a matter’of human dignity.” He 
added: “I believe that the solu- 
tion of the Jewish problem, the 
solution for the Jewish: people in 
dispersion, is assimilation. It js 
being . prevented only by the 
reactionary and nasty elements in 
the entire world” (which, presum- 


ably, include the U.S.S.R. as well.) 


No Religious Bonds 


He told me that. religion no 


longer held the Jewish people 
together. . That there were no 
cultural or linguistic elements 


making Jewry one people, and that 
he did not believe either in the 
continuity. or 
international solidarity of. Jewry. 

According to him there is but | 


one kind of Jewish solidarity. 
“The Jews are bound by the 
solidarity of. who | are 


threatened by a common enemy 
and common danger.” 

I asked him whether he did not 
think that the advent of the State 
of Israel had introduced a new 
important factor in the Jewish 
situation as far as assimilation is 
concerned, and also with regard to 
Jewish culture and Jewish unity. 

‘I do not know much about the 
literature of new Israel, but when 
I inquired from those who know ! 
was told that they have not pro- 
duced a novelist of the stature of 
Sholem Aleichem nor a poet who 
could equal Bialik. The work of. 
Israeli painters I have seen for 
myself, and so far there is no 
Chagall or Soutine among them.’ 

Ehrenburg, who is a_ great 
traveller—he will soon be pub- 
lishing a new book about his recent 
journeys to India, Japan, and 
Greece—said that Israel did not 
“draw” him. “I do not like any 
nationalism—be it Russian, French, 
or Jewish. I believe that the Jews 
in Israel are doing unto others, the 
Palestinian Arabs, what in the past 
used to be done to Jews. It 1s 
bad enough when such things are 
done -by antisemites, but it makes 
me more sad when 1 see Jews 
behaving in this way.”

It is a long call from the Greek 


serenity of Maillol to the busy black-

Theré are few people alive today 
who have. worked as long—and as

The second 
section of the book, with its four 
studies of Judaism in various aspects, 
is equally’ valuable to all who seek 
to understand the inspiration which 
lav behind. the manifestations of 
Zionism set out in the ten studies 
comprising the third section.

Was 
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Batsmanship—(@) 


Two obvious points which amateurs 
often ignore at their peril are to 


ensure that both batting gloves and 


pads fit correctly and comfortably. 
Hil-fitting gloves may mar your stroke 
play and loose pads hinder running 
between the wickets. 

It is also important to select the 
right bat. Asa rough guide, a boy of 
15, who is about five foot three, 
should try a size six, while a 16-year- 
old lad who is a couple of inches 
taller might find a Harrow more suit- 
able. A bat must feel right and be 
wielded without undue effort. 

All good defence in the game is 
based on the straight (i.e. vertical) 
bat, with the full face presented to 
the ball: all straight bat strokes are 
controlled by the left wrist and arm ;

PRIORITIES 
Planning for Youth 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


“After one or two generations in 
the wilderness” American Jews are 
experiencing a marked renaissance 
both in the general field of self- 
acceptance and in an- increasing 
dynamic interest in the field of Torah- 
true Judaism, said Rabbi Leo Jung, 
Rabbi -of ‘the New York Jewish 
Centre, in an interview. 

Rabbi Jung was in» London .to. see 
his ‘relatives (he is a. brother of Mr. 
Julius Jung) before proceeding to the 
Continent. It is 40 years since he went: 
to America, and he gave this assessment 
of the present strength and: weaknesses 
of Judaism there. 

Organisationally we have made 
tremendous progress. We have not only 
a great Yeshiva University and a great 
number of veshivot high schools but we 
have now. a systematic. effort to promote 
the development of vouth work: in many 
organisations. and coneregations—in fact, 
youth is.now the predominant interest 
among adult organisations,” said Rabbi 
June. | 

Although there is rengissance of 
spiritual values among American Jewry 
there. are still, of course, some short: 
comings. For. instance, . there has. not 
vet been any appreciable progress in the 
reacceptance . Jewish traditional 
practice among youth. «. That is the goal 
towards which Jewish leaders in America 
are working, said Rabhi. Jung. 

One . factor. which, says Rabbi Jung, 
has plaved and will play an. important 
rhje in the reorientation of Jewish tradi- 
tional life in America, is the day school}, 
There are some 250. Jewish day schools 
in America training Jéwish lay leaders. 

Rabbi Jung now estimates that three 
fifths of American Jewry are. connected 
with Orthodox, or Torah-true Judaism

Jews as Poultry and 
Egg Producers 


Jewish Chronicle Reperter 


The priceless Elgin Marbles at the 
British Museum were the background 
for an interview with Mr. Theodore 
Norman, of New York, General 
Manager of the Jewish Agricultural 
Society of the United States. 

Our conversation, however, was not 
confined to Grecian. art but mainly to 
the influence of agriculture upon Tews 
in America—an influence far greater 
than is generally thought. 

Several thousand Jewish refugees trom 
Hitler who migrated to the United 
States became poultry farmers, and 
others also took up dairy and vegetable 
farming. 

The Society for which Mr. Norman 
works has at its disposal the funds 
left by Baron de Hirsch. - Jewish 
farmers are able to call upon. the 
Society both for loans to develop farms 
and for advice on how to manage them 

Naturally, a good deal of help, both 
financial and instructional, was given. by 
the Society to the refugees from Europe, 
Before the war, when Hitler’ was 
beginning his drive’ against Jews, the 
majority. of. the poultry farmers: of 
Jewish faith in: America. were Germans. 
Today, most. are of Polish descent. 
remnants of the families who fled from 
Nazi oppression: in Poland. 


atest Techniques 


Most of these Jewish ‘poultry farmers, 


some with very large farms, are in the. 


State of New Jersey—mainly because 
they have there the advantage of large 
tracts of farmland close to large. cities. 
But there are also many Jewish poultry 
farmers’ in California and are 
visited by . hundreds. of Israelis who 
desire. to acquaint themselves with the 
latest techniques in chicken raising and 
egg producing. 

SO in the American poultry scene one 
finds thousands of Jews, previously of 
many trades and professions, and some 
who,. because of: Hitler, had no chance 
of learning any trade at all, all making 
a living*out of chickens. 

And, says Mr. Norman, in the. main, 
these Jews. have not. given up . their 
traditional heritage. They have been 
able, because of their large numbers.

When the Israeli Cabinet meets on 
Sunday to discuss the situation in the 
Suez Canal it will have before it the 
full report of the discussions which 
Mr. Joseph Tekoah, acting head of 
the Isracli delegation to the United 
Nations, had with Mr. Hammarsk- 
joeld on this subject as well as the 
text. of the latter's discussions with 
Nasser and other Egyptian leaders.
